MUST FINISH CATTLE 


Now that the U.S. market will be 
more or less closed to Canadian cat¬ 
tle, the problem of finishing feeders- 
at home, and of marketing them in 
home channels, is uppermost in stock 
men’s mind. Western farm maga¬ 
zines are devoting much space to the 
best methods of feeding. 

Keeping the feed better than the 
livestock,” is advice often given. The 
grinding of feed and using this ration 
as a mixture is suggested as a safe 
general rule to follow. 

Some of the advantages of this 
grinding and mixing of feed for cat¬ 
tle are: the reduction of waste, in¬ 
creased palatability of roughage, and 
the possibility of mixing a complete 
balanced ration. 

Ij^has been found that the most 
profitable method of fattening hogs 
also, this class of stock responding 
well to ground oats and ground bar¬ 
ley. 


MURE HEN—MORE EGG 

The larger the hen the better the 
eggs she lays and the more there are 
of them. Poultry experts of the Do¬ 
minion Department of Agriculture 
find that body weight has a very di¬ 
rect relation to egg production. A 
^ three pound hen will average 137.9 
eggs a year, weighing 23 ounces to 
the dozen. With each quarter pound 
increase in weight there is an in¬ 
crease in the number of eggs layed 
and their weight per dozen—a four 
and a half pound hen will lay an av¬ 
erage of 206.6 eggs a year weighing 
24.5 ounces to the dozen. This item 
should be of particular interest to 
farmers keeping poultry flocks. 


IS EXPANDING 


Just at a time when we are being 
told that industry in Canada has no 
chance to expand, the industrial com¬ 
mittee of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade comes along and tells us that 
11 new factories have been establish 
ed in that city in the past three 
months and eight more establish¬ 
ments have extended their plants. 100 
new industries were established there 
in the last 18 months, while 53 estab¬ 
lished factories have added $ 10 , 000 ,- 
000 in extensions in the same period. 
There are now 1600 factories in the 
city employing 30,000 % persons as 
against 13,334 employed in 501 
plants in 1905. Someone please page 
the Tory campaign speakers.—I,eth- 
bridge Herald.

The editor of the Vegreville Obser¬ 
ver has been asked for his seasoned 
and mature opinion on the relative 
j merits of Hon. R. B. Bennett and 
1 Hon. McKenzie King, as public speak¬ 
ers. His answer is good: 

“It is generally agreed that Mr. 
Bennett is the more eloquent and 
forceful speaker of the two. He 
spegkg with extreme rapidity, his 
thoughts apparently galloping ahead 
of his tongue—which gallops plenty- 
fast enough too. But this rapidity of 
diction inevitably leads to slips both 
in command of correct English and 
in making statements not susceptible 
of proof. 

“Mr. King, on the other hand, 
whom we have seen in action from 
time to time, is credited with a de¬ 
gree of eloquence only less than that 
6f Mr. Bennett. But he is most care¬ 
ful in his choice of words and in his 
set speeches says exactly what he 
means in precise, understandable 
English. Mr. King is cautious where 
Mr. Bennett is reckless. 'V 

“Both are excellent orators but of 
types not readily compared. Howev¬ 
er, if clarity of thought and precision 
in the use of words are the basis of 
comparison, then Mr. King has it ov¬ 
er Mr. Bennett like a tent. But Mr. 
Bennett can enthuse an audience, 
particularly a Tory audience, to a 
pitch of frenzy, while Mr. King rare¬ 
ly gets beyond ‘tumultuous applause’ 
from his most ardent supporters. 

“You take your choice.” 


LICENSING BY-LAW 

Strong objection to the present 
regulations of the licensing by-laws, 
governing municipalities, was regis¬ 
tered at the municipal convention 
this week. Many delegates held that 
the towns should be permitted to 
impose licenses on pedlars and tran¬ 
sient traders on a scale sufficiently 
high to ’protect local tradesmen. 

A resolution was presented to the 
government asking for a revision of 
this by-law, particularly in regard to 
license fees, and the suggestion of a 
sliding scale was made. 

Another resolution had to do with 
indigents entering a municipality and 
expecting relief. It was considered 
that a three month residence was not j 
sufficient ground for making claim 
for relief. 


PAGE ON CANADA 

Early Immigration in Eastern Can¬ 
ada, Laid Foundation for Western 
Pioneers 

Because the early settlers of East¬ 
ern Canada, have in later years, 
through their descendants supplied so 
much of the Anglo-Saxon stock of 
the prairie provinces, it may be of 
interest to record the waves of immi¬ 
gration, which came to Canada’s 
shores in the eighteenth and nine¬ 
teenth centuries. 

The U. E. Loyalists marked the 
first definite colonizing schemes. IJqt 
in their wake were many other Am¬ 
ericans, lured by offers of free land 
grants to the loyal British of the reb¬ 
el American colonies. Many of these 
Americans were indeed British sym¬ 
pathizers, and contributed a sturdy- 
stock. Many however, were merely 
opportunists seeking land, as was 
proved in the war of 1812, when the 
Americans recruited two regiments 
of volunteers from former American 
citizens who had taken land in Can¬ 
ada, and who then returned to U. S. 
to fight against Canada. The war of 
1812 definitely stopped any migration 
from United States for several years. 

Crucial situations in Britain how¬ 
ever, turned the eyes of English, 
Scotch and Irish to the wild new land 
of Canada. 

The Earl of Selkirk, moved by the 
distress of economic conditions in 
Scotland brought out twenty-five 
thousand Roman Catholic Highland¬ 
ers. These fettled in Cape Breton, 
and surrounding mainlands and in 
P.E.I. Many settled in the western 
part of Upper Canada (Ontario) and 
still others pursued their way to 
form the Selkirk settlement of Mani¬ 
toba. Later colonies of Scots both 
Highland and Lowland, were, settled 
throughout Upper Canada, and to 
this day form predominantly Scotch 
communities. 

Hardly, less numerous were the Ir¬ 
ish who flocked to Canada. After 
the rebellion of 1798 in Ireland, many 
Irish sought sanctuary in Canada. In 
1825 an Irish colony was founded at 
Peterboro. But the full tide of immi¬ 
gration occurred after the Irish fam¬ 
ine of 1817, when thousands left for 
Canada, and although many of the 
vessels carrying .them were plague 
stricken, the survivors formed Irish 
colonies near Montreal and in Ontar¬ 
io. 

In those days there were various 
“Canada Land Companies.” Settle¬ 
ment was always first along the lake 
shores. Consequently all along Lakes 
Erier’Ontario and Huron, colonies of 
strong sturdy pioneers were formed. 
Along the St. Lawrence and the Mari- 
times population increased rapidly. 

The Scottish and Irish tended to 
settle in blocks, but the English ex¬ 
cept for military settlements, were 
not so clannish. They settled here, 
there and everywhere. Many of the 
English military officers became the 
school masters of the settlements. ' 

By 1850 the older parts of Eastern 
Canada were settled, and in 1851 the 
Grand Trunk railway was built from 
Quebec to Lake Huron. This was the 
greatest blessing with its network of 
short lines to different settlements. 
The roads wer e still corduroy and the 
waterways the favorite means of exit 
antj entrance. But by Confederation 
in 1867, there were already linking 
lines of railways.

It may be possible to get by for a 
time with straight wheat farming, 
but it is getting tougher.

These will require,., a certain 
amount of fodder to be grown, a busy¬ 
ness in the winter season that has 
not- been formerly on the wheat farm. 
But they will add to the farm income 
steadily and will relieve the worry 
that attends low wheat prices, and 
exclusive wheat farming. 

This year the costs" of farming in 
Southern Alberta • have been greatly 
reduced. Farmers have saved on la¬ 
bor and managed ‘ successfully. They 
have watched the little leakages and 
have put in their crops efficiently 
and probably much more cheaply 
than previous years. But wheat still 
remains so low, that no big profit is 
likely to be reaped on wheat alone.

Great crises produce great heroism 
and the incidents in connection with 
the recent railroad wreck at Vermil¬ 
ion River near Sudbury, compel ad¬ 
miration. When a tourist and day 
coach were derailed,, sank slowly to 
jthe bottom of. Vermilion River, only 
4 lives were lost from two full coach-

Experiments have been conducted 
with Russian, Argentinian and other 
wheat flour in order to show how 
these compare in bread quality with 
Canadian flour. And the pleasing 
result of the experiments may give a 
decided impetus to the export mover 
ment of Canadian wheat. 

It has been shown that more bread 
can be obtained from any wheat if 
mixed with Canadian; that as high 
as 43 pel cent, is the increase in loaf 
volume and that the more Canadian 
wheat used, the better the results. 

This demonstrates the value of 
Canadian wheat as a factor in all 
bread making, and^'shpuld appeal to 
foreign millers. 

First the experiments were con¬ 
ducted using exclusively flour from 
Australia. Russia, France, Argentine 
Danube and Canada* 

Next 20 per cgnt. of Canadian flour 
was added to the native flour; then a 
35 per cent, increase, and then a 50 
per cent, increase. 

In every case the volume and qual¬ 
ity of the loaf were improved with 
the addition of Canada No. 1, and the 
more added, the better the loaf. 


Hon. Charles Stewart, as a result 
of discussion of Alberta problems in 
Calgacy, is going to recommend that 
Lake Minnewanka be considered out¬ 
side the Banff National Park, in or¬ 
der to permit development of this 
water power for. storage purposes 
The reasons for this are...to permit 
power development us cheaply as 
possible, and to provide employment 
in tins part of Alberta. 

The new Parks A6t prohibits the 
granting of leases with a National 
Park, for commercial purposes, so 
the transfer of the Minnewanka site 
about ten miles by fifteen, must be 
accomplished outside the Act. It is 
this action that Mr. Stewart will 
recommend. 

The growing electrification of the 
prairies makes the need of vast stor¬ 
age waters obvious. Ttvjs only a mat¬ 
ter of time before more power will be 
sought, and by anticipating this, 
employment will be furnished to 
.many men, at a time when it is great 
ly needed. - >J * —

The instant the train stopped, pas¬ 
sengers in the other ears, rushed to 
help those who were imprisoned. The 
heroism displayed can compare with 
any courageous act of our time. 

The outstanding heroine was un¬ 
doubtedly Mrs. Hayes of Horne 
Payne. She was travelling to Parry 
Sound with her three small children. 
Without 'Waiting for outside help, or 
without losing her head for an in¬ 
stant, this brave mother broke 
through 'one of the windows, and with 
a child under each arm and an infant 
gripped firmly in her teeth, struggled 
to shore, a distance of 15 feet. 

Many of the passengers had ex¬ 
tremely narrow escapes. One man 
crawled out u window on the. wrong 
side' Of the car and was unable to get 
to shore. He dared not enter the car 
again, he could not swim, and the 
cold water had so numbed his mus¬ 
cles he was unable to pull himself ov¬ 
er the car. All lie could do was to 
cling to the top of the car and was 
finally rescued in a weakened condi¬ 
tion. He said that in another minute 
he would have had to let go. 

As soon as the train stopped, pas¬ 
sengers in the pullman cars pulled on 
what clothes they had and set to res¬ 
cuing their less fortunate fellow pas¬ 
sengers in th^„dpaches ahead. Some 
of the men plunged* into the river up 
to their necks and stooif there for a 
half hour, in'numbing cold, helping 
entrapped passengers out of broken 
windows. 

Thy heroism of the men passen¬ 
gers roused the praise of those who 
owed their lives to their assistance. 
“Not a man lost his head,” one aged 
lady said. “Even those in the car with 
us remained cool. They lived up nob¬ 
ly to the motto of ‘women and child¬ 
ren first,’ for not a man tried to. save 
himself until every woman and child 
in the cars was safely out.
